| Nashville’s Work Causes Enthusiasm. 


It is natural for General Miles to 
protest when it is suggested to him, 
as it was by the president, that an in- 
vading army of ten or fifteen thousani 
men was all that is necessary to be 
sent to the island of Cuba. 

General Miles looks at it differently. The 
general contends that it would be merely 
trifling with a serious situation to follow 
any such policy as that, He believes that 
‘in land warfare men count, and he is not 
blind to the fact. that the Spanish army in 
regulars and volunteers, numbers 
more than 80,000 men. 

While he does not say so, it is evident 
that General Miles does not believe the talk 
of the Cuban officers—of their having 35,000 
men in arms. He Knows what the Spanish 
force is, and he believes in landing enough 
men to care for that Spanish force, 

It is said that in his interview with the 
president on this subject, General Alger 
expressed himself very forcefully, and there 
is a general disposition here to indorse 
him for it. 


The president’s formal proclamation of 
the blockade of Havana and northern Cuba, 
and the news which came of the capture 
of a Spanish steamer laden with stores 
for the Spanish army in Cuba were the 
two most interesting developments today. 

The news of the capture of the Buena 
Ventura by the Nashville caused a wave 
of enthusiasm to sweep over Washington 
and every flag which had not already been 
fiying was sent out upon the breezes. 

The first story which came made the ves- 
sel captured a cruiser of the Spanish navy 
and some of the enthusiasm was knocked 
out when it became known that she was 
an innocent merchant but there 
was enough enthusiasm left to cause many 
demonstrations of joy about 
and the public buildings. 

Call for Volunteers Today. 

The president is expected to issue his 
caH for volunteers tomorrow. Unless there 
is another change in his plans the call 
will be for 100,000 volunteers instead of 
80,000 as was definitely announced on 
Wednesday. This will make the quota of 
Georgia 2,537 instead of 2,031 as it appeared 
in the table first promulgated by the war 
department. It means, of course, an in- 
crease of 25 per cent over these figures 
all along the line. 

It was said at the white house this 
evening that the proclamation had to be 
changed to accord with the amendments 
put in the volunteers bill by congress. 

It is not altogether clear whether con- 
gress will be called on to make a formal 
declaration of war or not. This step will 
be taken if the president regards it neces- 
sary, but he himself fs not clear on this 
point. A declaration of war would have no 
effect beyond that of a formal statement 
of the status of affairs to the world. A 
great many people do not regard it nec.

SAMPSON IS NOW REAR ADMIRAL 


Commander of North Atlantic Squad- 
ron Gets Temporary Promotion. 

Washington, April 22—The secretary of 
the navy has finally decided to temporarily 
appoint Captain Sampson, now in command 
of the North Atlantic squadron, a rear 
admiral. The nomination, even for a 
temporary appointment, will be submitted 
to the senate very soon. 

By this action the department will “jump’”’ 
Captain Sampson, who stands third in the 
list of captains, over not only the two 
captains preceding him, but over the ten 
commodores of the next grade above and 
below that of rear admiral. It is explain- 
ed, however, that the appointment being 
only temporary, the superior officers will 
lose nothing by this, for when he _ re- 
linquishes the command of the squadron 
Rear Admiral Sampson will again become 
Captain Sampson and retain his number 
in the register. 

The purpose of thus Increasing the rank 
of Captain Sampson is to prevent the con- 
fusion and disarrangement that would_re- 
sult should he fall in with one of the other 
naval commanders in north Atlantic waters. 
Having selected Captain Sampson original- 
ly for the command of the squadron, it is 
not deemed by the department good policy 
to chance an unexpected change of com- 
manders. But for Sampson to remain plain 
Captain Sampson, and should Commodore 
his fleet, or Commodore 
Schley with his flying squadron, either by 
accident or by orders, come in contact with 
the North Atlantic squadron under the 
naval regulations the senior officer would 
command the entire force and rank Cap- 
tain Sampson. It is to avoid this that the 
additional rank is to be conferred upon 
Captain Sampson. 


FLYING SQUADRON AT ANCHOR. 


Schley’s Fleet Has Not Moved from 
Fort Monroe. 

Fort Monroe, April 22.—Visitors were not 
allowed on board the ships during the day, 
applicants being told that the squadron 
was on a war footing and regulations for- 
bade receptions. The Minneapolis had-su%, 
Caliber practice the greater part of the 
afternoon and all the ships used their 
searchlights and did signaling by lantern 
tonight. 

The war bulletins of the Associated Press 
were read with much interest, but many 
doubts were expressed at the notification 
that the Key West wquadron had moved. 
It was generally admitted that the battle- 
ship Oregon was in danger-of an attack, 
but few expressed any doubt as to her 
ability to take care of herself. 

A dispatch late in the evening to the 
effect that the squadron would be left here 
to care for the coast defence is received 
with a great deal of incredulity. The fact 
that two colliers and a hospital ship have 
been rushed to the squadron and that one 
of the colliers was hurriedly filled yester- 
day seems to indicate that no such lack of 
activity is intended and that a hurried call 
to move is expected. The opinion of many 
officers seems to be that this fleet will 
move the instant it becomes known that 


the Cape de Verde island fleet of Spain is 


in motion. 

If the fleet stays here for any period of 
time it would not be surprising if the 
Columbia and Minneapolis were sent out on 
prize seeking expeditions. 

The same order about officers being on 
board the ships at 10 o’clock and the for- 
bidding of all night shore leave are still 
the rules for tonight and this, too, would 
indicate a movement at any moment. 


Valuable Mail Bag Stolen. 


St. Louis, April 22.—A mail bag consign- 
ed to J. M. Hammill, ettorney for the 
Louwsville ard Nashville 10ad at Bellevilie, 
Tll., was stolen from an express wagon in 
Belleville, Ill, today. The bag is said to 
have contained letters, official documents 
and a registered letter in which was sev- 
eral drafts for almost $30,000. These drafts 
were for the purpose of paying the taxes of 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad in St. 
Clair, Washington, Saline and White coun- 
ties. Detectives are working on the case.

WRITES A CIRCULAR LETTER 


With Reference to Alleged Collusion 
Between Himself and Berner. 


APPEALS TO STATE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


Rare and Amusing Proposition of At- 
kinson Will Be Formally Laid Be- 
fore Executive Committee. 


Macon, Ga., April 22.—(Special.)—Hon. 
Spencer R. Atkinson, candidate for gover- 
nor, has addressed the fofowing letter to 
each member of the state democratic ex- 


ecutive committee: 

‘Dear Sir—Colonel A. D. Candler, one 
of the candidates for the democratic nomi- 
nation for governor, has given public ex- 
pression to the opinion that Hon. R. L. 
Berner and myseif are in collusion to 
defeat him. 

“Noticing this imputation, and desiring 
that the nomination shall be so conducted 
as to remove all grounds for the apprehen- 
sion entertaineGd by Colonel Candler, I have 
suggested to him the advisability of 
changing the plan of the primary election, 
to the end that the vote cast may be abso- 
luteiy free from the suspicion of political 
trickery, fraud or unfairness, and that the 
convention shall represent the views of the 
people as expressed at the polls. This sug- 
gestion, which I hope will meet the ap- 
proval of both of my opponents, embodies 
the fallowing propositions: 

‘1. Upon the consolidation of the vote in

He claims that he was 
during the lifetime of the testator and is 
now a partner in various drug businesses 
conducted with his father, the testator, 
and by reason of such claim of ownership 
he is entitled to certain interest in said 
properties, independent of his share as an 
heir. The will makes no mention of such 
ownership, and Mrs. Fannie Lamar Rankin, 
of Atlanta. in her answer filed in court 
to the original bill states that such owner- 
ship does not exist, and ceased about ten 
years ago. 

Henry J. Lamar, Jr., individually was 
represented at the hearing before Judge 
Felton by Attorneys Guerry & Hall, An- 
derson, Anderson & Grace. He was repre- 
sened as executor by Dessau, Bartlett & 
Ellis and Hall & Hardeman, and later 
Hill, Harris & Birch also became asso- 
ciated, 


A Terrible Accident. 


Captain W. H. Sloane, a well-known and 
popular conductor on the Southern railway, 
was perhaps fatally injured in a runaway 
accident this morning near the corner of 
First and Mulberry streets, a short dis- 
tance from the courthouse.

Marshal May Resign. 


Captain John M. Barnes, United States 
marshal for the southern district of Geor- 
kia, May resign his position.

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The War Has Begun. 

The war which has been so long threat- 
ened, and toward which recent events 
have so imperatively hurried the éountry, 
has begun. 

With whatever varied feelings the first 
shot may have il aticlnnted, or what- 
ever differences of opinion may have 
been aroused by the discussion of poli- 
cies, it is certain that the administration 
will have the undivided support of all 
parties and factions in any rational and 
patriotic measure that may be proposed 
to bring the undertaking to a desirable 
conclusion. 

No matter what the nature and char- 
acter of the resolutions adopted by con- 
gress and approved by the president—no 
matter how far they go or how short 
they fall in presenting reasons for the 
movement, the real grounds of war with 
Spain remain the same, and these 
grounds cannot and will not be shifted 
to meet the views of any party or fac- 
tion. The people themselves have a 
very clear understanding—clear, because 
it is intuitive—of these grounds. 

Recent events, as well as the history 
of Spanish misrule in Cuba, have contri- 
buted to stir our people and to hasten 
the action of congress; the horrors of 
Spanish campaigns, the ihhumanity of 
the warfare, the furious and inexplicable 
krutality—all these have contributed to 
stir the hearts of the American people; 

but the real and moving cause of war 
is the desire to see the blessings of free 
government conferred on those who, by 
their desperate sacrifices in behalf of 
liberty, have shown that they possess 
the capacity to enjoy these blessings, 

We do not ‘intend to seize and appro- 
priate Cuba as a part of our territory, 
but merely to rid the island of its op- 
pressors, and to place in the hands of 
the Cubans those rights declared to be 

inalienable, and those privileges that 
flow from and are the effects of the 
rights themselves. 
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An Omen of Good Luck. 
' To thdse who believe in omens, the 
first capture of the naval warfare upon 
which we have entered will be greeted 
with favor. 

The ship “Buena Ventura,” which sur- 
rendered to the Nashville and which now 
lies a prize off Key West, bears a name 
which translated into English means 
Good Luck. 

That this omen may prove true is the 
devout wish of every American citizen, 
and there can be no doubt but that good 
luck will attend a war which is waged 
for a purpose wholly devoid of selfish in- 
terests and completely devoted to the 
establishment of human liberty. 

Buena Ventura, then, to our brave 
men at sea, and may their flag forever 
wave in triumph!

A Floating Hospital. 

Most of our readers will be surprised 
at the announcement that our modern 
battleships are wholly without ad- 
equate provisions for taking care of 
wounded men. 

On account of the complicated mechan- 
ism and numerous water-tight compart- 
ments which these battleships contain, 
it is in the highest degree dangerous for 
wounded men to remain on board, and 
consquently there are no permanent 
arrangements made on any of our bat- 
tleships for sheltering the helpless vic- 
tims who might become disabled in time 
of service. 

_ Such being the case, what steps has 
- the government taken toward providing 


' shelter and medical attention for its 


wounded seamen? 
. We answer this question by stating on 
authority of information lately given out 


— from naval headquarters that the steam- 


er Creole, purchased from the Cromwell 
line several weeks ago, has been fitted 
up with medical supplies and converted 


E into a floating hospital ready for imme- 


diate use. ‘This steamer will be in near 
reach of the battleships needing its as- 
sistance, and immediately after each 
engagement it will take on board the 
wounded men who may be in need of 
medical attention. 

The idea of this floating hospital first 
' ccurred to the late surgeon general of 
| the navy, Dr. Tryon. Dr. Tryon, from 
. his familiarity with battleships, reasoned 
_ that it would never do to keep wounded 
» men on these grim monsters, and that 
| Some other means of taking care of them 
_ Would have to be adopted. Dr, Tryon 
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| did not live to perfect the floating hos- 


pital, but his successor in office, Dr. Van 
Reypen, took up the matter where he 
left it off and brought it to perfection.

We publish elsewhere a communica- 
tion which has been addressed by Judge 
Spencer R. Atkinson, one of the three

In writing tothe members of the state 
committee suggesting a change in the 
primary plan, Judge Atkinson intimates 
that the proposition for a change is the 
result of the charge of Colonel] Candler 
that he and Mr. Berner are working in 
collusion. “Noticing this imputation,” 
Judge Atkinson, in order to demonstrate 
to the yoters that such a suspicion is en- 
tirely groundless, proposes-a plan which 
would) offer more opportunities for ‘po- 
litical trickery, fraud or unfairness” 
than could possibly result from the adop- 
tion of any other plan. ‘The plan sug- 
gested by Judge Atkinson would open 
wide the doors for politicff manipula- 
tion, and there would be absolutely no 
safeguard that the voice of the people, 
whatever it may be, would not be throt- 
tled. Under this plan, there would be 
such political juggling as had never be- 
fore been seen in Georgia: We do not 
believe the state committee will give the 
suggestion a moment's consideration, 
and we are sure that Judge Atkinson 
will be disappointed in the response that 
he will receive to his importunity, 

It is to be regretted that Judge Atkin- 
son has so materially changed his posi- 
tion since the meeting of the state com- 
mittee. Hle was then willing to trust 
the people on a direct vote. The plan 
adopted by the state committee of let- 
ting every county vote direct for the 
candidates—the one receiving the highest 
vote to get the delegation from the 
county giving it—was approved by every 
member of the committee, and was urged 
by the friends of ‘Messrs. Atkinson and 
Berner, as well as those of Colonel Can- 
dier. The newly sprung opposition to 
the plan is nothing more nor less than a 
plain admission that there are more vot-

ers in favor of Colonel Candler than’ 


either of the two other candidates, and 
therefore, a new plan is wanted that will 
throw the whole matter into the field of 
political jugglery, in order thet the man 
who is admitted to be the strongest may 
be defeated. 

The proposition is preposterous—more 
than that, it is absurd and childish, and 
it will be emphaticaliy sat upon by the 
members of the state committee, 
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Some Geographical Data. 


If we expect to form any definite and 
satisfactory idea of the naval operations 
which are shortly to occur in Cuban and 
‘Atlantic waters, we must first equip 
ourselves with important information in 
regard to points and distances upon the 
map. 

Strange to say, there exists much con- 
fusion in the public mind concerning 
the extended area of land and water 
which is destined to figure with com- 
manding prominence in the grave inter- 
national developments of the immediate 
future. 

This observation is true not only with 
respect to the remote islands which have 
lately formed the subject of so much in- 
terest in connection with the movements 
of Spain’s war fleet, but also with re- 
spect to Cuba, Porto Rico and Key West. 

Some seventy-five or eighty miles in- 
tervene between Key West on the ex- 
treme southernmost point of the penin- 
sula of Florida and Havana on the north 
coast of Cuba. Havana, the present 
stronghold of the Spanish power in Cuba, 
is in latitude 23 degrees 9 minutes and 
4 seconds north, and longitude 82 degrees 
and 22 minutes west. Key West is in 
latitude 24 degrees and 32 minutes north. 
and longitude 81 degrees and 48 minutes 
west. Havana at the present time con- 
tains some 200,000 inhabitants. 

Porto Rico is 1,200 miles distant from 
Cuba, and is the most remote member of 
the West Indies group of islands. Its ge- 
ographical position is in latitude 17 de- 
grees and 56 minutes north, and longi- 
tude 67 degrees and 10 minutes west. In 
length, the island measures ninety miles 
and in average width thinty-six miles. On 
account of the distance between Porto 
Rico and Cuba, Spain will be put to sore 
straits in the matter of defending her 
possessions. | 

But what of the Canary islands? In 
the movements of the Spanish fleet with- 
in the past few days these islands have 
figured with some prominence. They are 
located fifty miles west of Africa, approx- 
imately in latitude 27 degreeg and 40 
minutes north, and longitude N&\degrees 
and 16 minutes west. There are seven 
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of these fslands, they contain 2,980 
square miles. 

The 5 mig Verde group of islands are 

located miles west of Cape Verde, on 
the coast of Africa, between parallels 14 
and 17 degrees of north latitude, and 
‘parallels 22 and 25 degrees of west lon- 
gitude. They contain 1,680 square miles, 
and are distant some 2,500 square miles 
from Porto Rico. 

With the light which these various 
geographical facts throw upon the situ- 
ation, we are likely to form some better 
idea of the naval operations which are 
likely to occur in Cuban and Atlantic 
waters within the next few days, 
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A Remarkable Tribute. 

The indorsement which Congressman 
Livingston has received at the hands of 
the democratic voters of Fulton is about 
as remarkable as any political event of 
recent years. It.is a tribute of which 
any man might be proud, and we are 
sure that Colonel Livingston must ap- 
preciate it to the fullest extent.

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SIXTY YEARS OF SPAIN. 


From The New York World. 

Queen Isabella, a child three years old, 
succeeded to the Spanish throne in 1833, 
her father (Ferdinand VII) having abolish- 
ed the Salic law. Her father’s brother, 
Don Carlos, the next male heir, ‘“‘protested 
and organized the first carlist rebellion.” 
This civil war, stubbornly and ferociously 
fought, lasted until’ 1839, when the Basque 
provinces surrendered and Charles Vi abdi- 
cated in favor of his son Don Carlos. 

In 180 the regent queen, Christina, was 
driven from the country by a military tevy- 
olution and General Espartero, who had 
beaten Don Carlos, became regent. 

In 1848 another revolution drove Espartero 
out and brought Queen Christina back. Isa- 
bella was declared “of age” and ‘narried 
to her cousin, Francis d’Assis, and her sis- 
ter Maria to Montpensier, heir to the 
French throne. 

In 1854 a military insurrection under Gen- 
eral O'Donnell forced the restoration of 
the constitution of 1837. 

In 1856 Madrid revolted and the hingdom 
was declared in a state of siege. 

In 18680 the second carlist war hrcke out 
in favor of Don Carlos II. It was suppress- 
ed and the claimant died, being succeeded 
by his brother Don Juan. 

Insurrections were too numerous to°>men- 
tion between 1865 and 1868. They were €ach 
suppressed, but one was always treading 
on the other’s heels. 

In September, 1868, a military insvrrec- 
tion against the throne, headed by Prim 
and Serrano, was successful, and Queen Isa. 
bella fled to France with her mother and 
children. 

Several republican insurrections fcliowed 
rapidly against military rule, which were 
suppressed with bloodshed and -ruelty. 

A government “by regency,” with Ser- 
rano as the “regent,’’ was established June 
5, 1869. 

November 16, 1870, Amadeus, a younger 
son of Victor Emmanuel, was elected king. 
He reigned from December 4th to February 
,lith, 1873, resigning. 

In 1872, a third Carlist war broke out in 
favor of Don Carlos TII, son of Don Juan, 
proclaimed King Charles VII, which gave 
Spain four years of the bloodiest and most 
devastating civil war. 

June 18, 1873, the cortes proclaimed a re- 
public, and Pi y Margall ‘was chosen presi- 
dent, 

July 9th Salmeron succeeded Pi y Margall. 
September 7th Castelar succeeded Salmeron. 

A series of revolutionary movements for 
cantonal sovereignty followed, and between 
the republican insurrections in the south 
and the Carlists in the north, Castelar re- 
signed—January 1874—and the republic. fell 
to pleces. 

Serrano held the executive power at Mad- 
rid until January 9, 1876, when Alfonso. one 
of Isabella’s many “irregular” children, 
was proclaimed king by the armies of the 
center and north. 

March 1, 1876, Don Carlos fied to France, 
and the kingdom, torn by ten years of civil 
wars within civil wars, had peace for a 
few weeks, until the Basque provinces re- 
volted in April. 

In 1883 there was a revolt in the army 
spreading from Barcelona to Cartagena. 

In 1884 a “military conspiracy” was dis- 
covered in the army and stamped out, and 
half a dozen republican risirgs came to 
nothing. 

In 188 there were serious riots in Madrid, 
widespread conspitacies by republicans 
were stamped out through Catalonia, a 
revolution was started at Cartagena and 
the king died. “Spain was on the verge 
of revolution.” 

September 19, 1886, a military revolution 
involving 8,000 troops broke out in Madrid 
and insurrections in other places. Many 
skirmishes were fought and the kingdom 
placed und: military law. 

Déring the next four years peace fell 
upon the land, broken only by constant 
labor riots and the shooting of strikers. 

In 1891 an attempt at military revolution 
at Barcelona came to grief. At Cadiz and 
Bilboa bombs were exploded, but the peo- 
ple refused to ‘‘cOme out.’”’ 

The year 1892 was distinguished by fierce 
rioting and fighting at Bilboa, Barcelona, 

drid, Grenada, Valencia, Corunna and 
ther cities. 

Troops were ordered to the Basque prov- 
inces in 1893 to prevent revolution, and 
since then there has been no political rising 
in Spain. That has been left for her colo- 
nies. ?

HE RECEIVES CONGRATULATION

4 BATTERIES THROUGH TODA 


They Go to Chickamauga To Be Put on 
War Footing, 


ALL BATTERIES 10 BE RE-FORMED 


The Number of Men in Each Is In- 
creased to 120 and Are Given 
More Guns and Horses. 
Changes Are To Be 
Made at Once. 


FIVE REGIMENTS OF ARTILLERY 
will pass through Atlanta next week for the 
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increased from four to 
six, and the horses from twenty to forty. 
When the batteries are af gathered at 

Chickamauga there wil} be a «complete 
reformation of the artillery division of 
the army. Full batteries will be created, 
and to do this aboutethree of the present 
batteries will be required for two of the 
war footing batteries. The batteries which 
come through today will be the last to ro 
to Chickamauga, and there will be no de- 
lay in forming the artillery force into the 
hew batteries. 

Double Duty Drilling. 

The forces at Chickamauga will be drilled 
as a whole so as to insure perfect work on 
the battlefields. They have never been giv- 
en the benefit of maneuverings in the en- 
tire division, and consequently cannot werk 
together as well as they will be able to do 
after being drilled together.This force of 
light artillery will form a formidable army 
of itself. The batteries are all armed with 
the new rapid firing field guns, and the 
five regiments could soon mow down an 
army of Spanish troops. The fact that the 
war department is preparing to send the 
artillery and infantry troops to Cuba, shows 
that the officials do not believe that the 
present war is to be a naval conflict alone. 
The artillery and infantry will play an im- 
portant part, and it is certain that they 
will soon,be called upon the stage of ac- 
tion. 

The railroads have been notified that the 
troops at Chickamauga are to be moved 
next week, and they are preparing to rush 
them to the coast in quick order. The South- 
ern has arranged to give the army specials 
a clear track to the coast, and the army 
officials feel confident that the troops can 
he sent to the coast in ample time when 
needed. 

Just who will command the artillery is a 
perplexing question with the army depart- 
ment. General Graham js the only artillery 
general in the army, and he is busy with 
the heavy artillery of the seacoasts. This

Kinley will this morning issue proclama- 
tions to the government of the states ask- 
ing them to furnish their quota of troops, 
and Georgia will be asked to furnish 2,000. 
Governor Atkinson can easily furnish twice 
that number. 

Last night every military company in 
Atlanta turned out at the armories and 
held enthusiastic meetings. At some of the 
armories spirited speeches were made and 
the boys with cheers announced their will- 
ingness to go to war. Ninety per cent of 
the Capital City Guards had their names 
put down to the agreement to volunteer 
when the call is made today. Captain 
Barker made a short and earnest talk to 
his men and asked them if they would 
follow him to war. The cheers were deaf- 
ening @&hen the men responded that they 
would go. The captain said he would call 
the roll and he asked those who wished to 
enlist as volunteers to step three paces 
to the front of the line. The roll was call- 
ed and 90 per cent of the men stepped 
out, 

At the other armories there was the same 
war spirit. New men were enlisted every- 
where. Hundreds of applications have been 
made for enilstment by men who. say they 
have no time to play as tin soldiers, but 
who are willing to fight if the troops are 
to go to war. All the companies are re- 
cruited to full strength, but more men 
are being taken into the military. 

At least 90 per cent of the troops in At- 
lanta will enlist as volunteers when the 
call is made today, it is said. 

The soldiers are very much stirred up 
over the prospects of a change in officers 
any many of them declare they would not 
serve if they were to be placed under new 
They have been assured that they 
would have the same officers from corporal 
up to major. All of the troops are en- 
thusiastic admirers of Colonel Candler and 
the men say they want to serve under him. 

Governor Atkinson said yesterday that he 
had not decided which of the state troops 
he would order out first. He said he would 
keep some of them in the state for domestic 
defense, but he thought there would be 
enough who would not volunteer to go to 
Cuba to make up a good home guard. It 
was rumored yesterday among the zoldiers 
that the Fifth regiment would not be allow- 
ed to leave the state, but that the other 
regiments would be sent. This is not 
thought to be true, for the governor has 
stated that he had not decided which would 
be pkept here. All of the soldiers who are 
anxious t@ go will be given the opportunity. 

While/ie call for troops will be ‘ssued 
today #it is hardly likely that the boys 
w'll be sent out of the state before an in- 
terval of at least a week has elapsed. ‘The 
equipment must arrive from Washington 
and the muster officers must come before 
the boys can be placed in shape to go. 
They will probably be massed at Fort Mce- 
Fherson during next week.

CAN CALL OUT VOLUNTEERS NOW 


House Rushes Through the Bil] Au- 
thorizing a Larger Army. 

Washington, April 22.—The house today 
displayed its enthusiasm for the war upon 
which the country has entered by rushing 
through without debate, the conference 
report on the bill authorizing the president 
to call out the volunteers and agreeing by 
unanimous consent to meet at 10 o’clock 
tomorrow to take up the consideration of 
the army reorganization bill. 

The-passage of the latter bill is consider- 
ed fmperatively necessary by the war de- 
partment. 

The jeaders were very anxious to get the 
bill authorizing the president to call out 
the volunteers through the house and into 
the hands of the president at the earliest 
possible monmrent today. In order to expedite 
matters therefore the conferencees met be- 
fore noon and arranged a complete agree- 
ment on the senate amendments. As soon 
as the journal was read the house went 


he thereupon presented the conference re- 

The changes agreed upon were briefly 
explained. 

There was no debate, although Mr. Dock- 
ery, democrat, of Missouri, entered his 
protest against the amendment permitting 
the raising of 3,000 men from the United 
States at large. The report was then unan- 
imously agreed to. 

The senate resolutions announcing the 
death of Senator Waithall. of Mississippi, 
were presented, together with the invitation 
of the senate requesting the house to 
attend the funeral in a body. The resolu- 
tions were adopted and the invitation was 
accepted on motion of Mr. Allen, of Mis- 
sissippi. The speaker appointed Messrs. Al- 
len, Fox, Henry, Love, Sullivan and Wil- 
liams, Of Mississippi: Bartlett. of Georgia:

WALTHALL’S DEATH ANNOUNCED 


The Senate Transacts Business Behind 
Closed Daors and Adjourns. 
Washington, April 22.—During the brief 
opén session of the senate the formal an- 
nouncement of the death of Senator Wal- 
thall, of Mississippi, was made and ar- 
rangements were perfected, so far as the 
senate is concerned, for the funeral cere- 
monies, which are to be held in the sen- 

ate chamber tomorrow at noon. 

A secret session of two hours was held, 
during which the conference report of the 
volunteer bill was agreed to, but no busi- 
ness was done in open session. 

It was stated that the doors were closed 
merely for the purpose of avoiding the ap- 
pearance of transacting business previous 
to the announcement of the death of Sena- 
tor Walthall and not for other business 
than that connected with the army bill. 

Senator Hawley moved the adoption of 
the report of the conferees on the bill and 
made a brief explanation of the changes 
in response to question. There was no 
opposition to the agreement and wWhen once 
taken -up the bill was disposed of. There 
was, however, considerable delay, which 
was caused by the fact that it was neces- 
sary that the bill should be enrolled and 
compared before being signed, so that the 
executive session continued for about two 
hours. The vice president attached his 
signature to it at 2 o’clock. 

At 2 o'clock the senate resumed executive 
business in open session. 

Mr. Money. of Mississippi. officially an- 
nounced the death of Senator Walthall. In 
So doing he delivered a brief eulogy on the 
dead statesman. 

Mr. Money then offered the usual Tresolu- 
tions expressing the regret of the senate 
at the death of Senator Walthall and di- 
recting the vice president to appoint a com- 
mittee of nine senators to represent the 
senate at the funeral. The resolution was 
adopted and the vice president nama’ as 
the committee Senators Money, Berry, Bate, 
Pettus, Spooner, Gray, Proctor, Pasco and

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ASSUMES RISK 


The Merchants and Miners’ Is Willing 
To Take. the Chances. 


MAY SAIL UNDER FOREIGN FLAG 


All the Coastwise Companies May Sell 
Out Pending War. 


HOSTILITIES ARE HURTING BUSINESS 


Business Men Are Afraid To Ship by 
Sea, but the Ocean Lines Do Not 
Look for Interference. 

"[ cosstwis shipping business hard yes- 

terday. In the first place, manufac- 
turers and merchants were very cautious 
about trading. Orders suddenly fell off in 
some branches of the manufacturing busi- 
ness and all business men were uncertain 
what arrangements to make for the future, 

Shippers who have been patronizing the 
coastwise lines between the south Atlantic 
and the northern ports, were anxious to 
know about the risk and insurance. They 
realized the danger of sending freight by 
vessels and the representatives of the 
coasting steamers were kept busy explain- 
ing. 

The Merchants and Miners’ was the first 
to give definite assurance, This was done 
on the authority of Mr. J. C. Whitney, 
traffic manager, who wired from Baltimore 
to Mr. J. W. Smith, traveling agent for 
the company at Atlanta, that the company 
had decided until further notice “‘to assume 
war risk on cargo shipments without ex- 
pense to patrons and it will stamp bills of 
lading to that effect.” 

The Merchants and Miners’, Ocean Steam- 
ship Company, Old Dominion Steamship 
Company and probably the Clyde line, have 
been negotiating for some days in refer- 
ence to protecting themselves. They do not 
want to take their ships off, of course, nor 
can they afford to have their vessels cap- 
tured by Spanish crulsers or privateers. 

The safest plan is to place the ships un- 
der «some foreign flag. To do this, it would 
probably be necessary for the present com- 
panies to sell their lines to a foreign com- 
pany say an English company, and return 
a managing interest in the lines. Under an 
arrangement of this kind, passengers and 
the vessel would be safe from seizure, al- 
though the cargo, being consigned to an 
American firm, would be liable to confis- 
cation. 

Very little fear ig felt, however, about 
the seizure of anv cCnasting vesselea be- 
tween south Atlantic ports and New York 
or Boston. These ships do not often get 
out of sight of land and a warship would 
have to do some fast running to keep one 
of them from getting into a port. The 
American navy will maintain a coast pa- 
trol which will no doubt be able to cope 
with privateers, and thege would be fool- 
hardy to venture so close to the American 
shore. They would be in great danger of 
being captured themselves and being so 
far from their base of supplies would be 
putting their necks in a noose to como 
right over here to operate. 

For these reasons the representatives of 
the ocean lines do not believe there is any 
great danger and the Merchants and Min- 
ers’ shows this by voluntarily agreeing to 
assume war risk. This means that the 
company would be responsible for the Car- 
go should it be captured or destroyed by 
the enemy. It is believed that in the course 
of a few days or.a week or two at most, 
thé situation will quiet down and that traf- 
fic can go on undisturbed—not that the war 
Will be over so soon as that, but the danger 
will be found by that time to be more im- 
aginary than real. 

For the next few days at least it is con- 
sidered that there is practically no danger 
at all, because there are no Spanish pri- 
vateers or cruisers in the neighborhood of 
southern waters.

INSPECT MILK 


Sale of Impure Milk Is a Vielation of a 
State Law. 


LAWYER MAKES DISCOVERY 


Milk Question Takes Its Place Along 
with the Whisky Question. 


HAS A SORT OF A ‘“MILK PUNCH” ON HAND 


A Milk Case in the Police Court 
Brought Forth a Special Act. 
Case To Be Argued. 


HD milk question in Atlanta is about 

to take its place along with the 

whisky question. In other words, At- 

lanta is about to have a legal mixture 
which may be ealled a milk-punch. 

For years it has been the custom of the 
city inspectors to examine the milk sold 
in the city, and a special officer has been 
detailed for this purpose. Many cases have 
been made arid tried before the recorder. 
The inspector has been stopping the milk 
wagons at unexpected times and taking 
a sample of milk in the cans. These sam- 
ples were duly analyzed by the state chem- 
ist, and if he found the milk did not come 
up to the standard set by law the person 
having the milk was fined, and nearly al- 
ways heavily. Recorder Calhoun has re- 
garded the sale of skimmed or watered 
milk as quite a grave offense and his fines 
upon convictions have ranged from $10 to 

But this order of things is about to be 
changed on account of a close inspection 
of the law bearing on the matter, and 
the lawyer who has made the discovery 
which is to place the milk question with 
the whisky question is Colonel Robert J. 
Jordan. Mr. Jordan was retained to defend 
W. F. Brown, charged by a city inspector 
with selling milk which fell below the legal 
standard. The case was called in the po- 
lice court yesterday afternoon. Mr, Jordan 
had a few law books along with him and 
he stated to the court that he intended 
to take the position that the recorder’s 
court had no jurisdiction over cases of 
inferior milk sold in the city. To sustain 
the recorder a copy of the code containing 
him in this pwsition Mr. Jordan showed 
some of the latest acts, and one of the 
acts adopted in 1895 stated that it would 
thereafter be against the laws of the state 
of Georgia for any person to sell milk 
that had been skimmed or watered or 
otherwise tampered with or diluted. 

The recorder read the speciat act and said 
that it looked like Mr. Jordan was right, 
but that he would wish to hear from the 
city attorney before the case was passed 
upon. 

It will be called to mind that only a 
few weeks ago the supreme court of the 
State decided that Atlanta had no right 
to make arrests fer the sale of liquor in 
the city on Sunday, as that offense was a 
violation of a state law, and if parties were 
to be proceeded against it had to be done 
through the state courts. This decision 
suddenly put an end to the capture of blind 
tigers in the city. For many years the 
city detectives had made it one of their 
leading pursuits to catch persons selling 
whisky and beer in the city on the Sab- 
bath. Under the decision of the supreme 
court @ number of cases which had been 
made for the saie of beer on Sundays 
were dismissed by the recorder without a 
hearing. Under that same decision of the 
supreme court the city cannot arrest per- 
sons for selling inferior milk in the city. 

“It looks to me ag if Mr. Jordan is right,’’ 
Said the recorder yesterday, “and it will 
revolutionize the sale ut milk in the city. 
Hitherto the city inspector has kept the 
milk dealers in check and we have been 
given only milk of the best quality. If 
Mr. J 7 ed arygeych 
Mr. Jordan is right the city will no longer 
employ a man to watch the milk dealers, 
for it cannot afford to Pay a man for 
work that ought to be done by the state 
or county officials.” 

The case will be tried next week.

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FIRES FATAL SHOT 


Policeman's Pistol Sends a Bullet 
Throagh a Negro. 


SAID TO HAVE BEEN JUSTIFIED 


Negro Was Out at an Early Hour with 
a Coop of Chickens. 


TRIED TO STRIKE OFFICER WITH A STICK 


Hamilton Says the Negro Would Have 
Brained Him—Wounded Man Too 
Ill To Talk and Will Die. 


Yesterday morning a short while before 
sunrise Patrolman Clarence Hamilton shot 
and fatally wounded a negro who is said 
to have resisted arrest and attempted to 
brain the officer with a heavy piece of wood 


and iron, 
The negro gave his name as Bob Smith, 


but .this is supposed to be an alias, as it 
was the name given when the negro was 
first accosted by the officer. The wounded 
man was taken to the Grady hospital and 
l night it was the opinion of the physi- 
claps that he could not live through the 
night. The ball from the policeman’s pistol 
passed entirely through the negro’s body. 
From the nature of the wound it was the 
opinion of the physicians who had the 
case in charge that the ball had entered 
from one side and to the rear and came 
out in the abdomen just below the stom- 


ach. 

The officer sai@ he did not know which 
shot he fired hit the negro, but believed 
the one fired second did the work. The first 
shot was fired as the negro was advancing 
with a piece of wood and iron and the 
second shot as the negro was in the act 
of taking another weapon to strike the 
policeman, 

Yesterday morning about 5 o’clock Pa- 
trolman Hamilton left his partner and 
made a round by himself. He saw a ne- 
gro approaching with a wheelbarrow, on 
which was a coop of chickens. Lately 
there has been a number of cases of 
chicken stealing and the officer was at 
Once on the alert. He stopped the negro 
and asked him where he was going. With 
an insolent air the negro said he was 
taking the chickens to a store where he 
worked. Hamilton thought it better to 
place the man under arrest and told him 
so. The negro said he wouldn’t go to the 
police barracks, and when the policeman 
attempted to take hold of him he seized 
a piece of wood which was in the wheelbar- 
row, and to which was attached a piece 
of iron. With this weapon Smith struck 
at the officer, who threw up his arm and 
warded off the blow. At the same time 
Hamilton drew his pistol and fired just 
as the fhegro was about to strike again. 
At the report of the pistol the negro, so 
Hamilton states, staggered back and 
picked up an iron bolt in the wheelbar- 
row. 

Seeing the man about to turn with the 
iron bolt, the officer fired a second shot, 
which caused the negro to surrender. 

Upon ascertaining that his prisoner was 
wounded, Hamilton telephoned for the am- 
bulance and had Smith taken to the hos- 
pital, , 

Smith was so badly injured that he could 
not give an intelligent account of the shoot- 
ing. The only witness was the officer and 
the version published is from the account 
he gave in his report to Captain Thompson. 

Tne coop of chickens is at the police bar- 
racks awaiting identification. It is believed 
by the officers that the wounded man is 
one of the many chicken thieves who have 
been infesting the city for several months, 

Officer Hamilton waa elected for the first 
time at the election a year ago.. About 
the shooting, he said: 

“I am sorry that I had to shoot the ne- 
gro. We have had very strict orders to 
keep a watchout for chicken thieves, and 
when I saw the negro with the coop of 
chickens I believed he had stolen them on 
account of the early hour he was out. At 
any rate I deemed it best to send rim to 
the police barracks. If the negro had been 
on an honest mission he would have gone 
with me willingly. But he resisted and I 
knew J] was going to have trouble. He 
came°*very near braining me with the piece 
of wood and I fired in self protection. At 
the first blow the wood fell from his hand 
and he turned and picked up an iron bolt.

SWEAT WANTED ON A WARRANT 


Bailiff Anderson Undertook To Piace 
Sweat Under Arrest. 


PRISONER HAD A SHOTGUN IN HIS HAND 


The Officer Believed Sweat Was About 
To Shoot—What the Wounded 
Man Says About It. . 

A ed a white man yesterday afternoon 

who was wanted on a warrant. The 
prisoner now lies at the Grady hospital 
with a ball in his back and two of his 


fingers nearly shot off. . 
The bailiff who had such unerring aim is 

Nat Anderson, and the prisoner is Jim 

Sweat, known as “Hunting Jim Sweat.” 

A few days ago Sweat had a difficulty 
with Charley Harbin, and it is said he 
struck Harbin three times. A warrant was 
taken out for Sweat, charging: him with 
assault and battery. The warrant was 
taken out in Justice Cook’s court and was 
placed in the hands of Bailiff Anderson 
for execution. Sweat ha@ a reputation of 
being a dangerous man when aroused, and 
the bailiff knowing this had made up his 
mind that he wouldn’t take any unneces- 
gary chances with the man. 

Yesterday afternoon about 5 o'clock 
Bailiff Anderson saw his man come aut of 
a house near the bridge on Marietta street 
which spans the Southern railway and 
Western and Atlantic. Sweat had a ghot- 
gun in his hands, but this did not in the 
least deter the officer from performing his 
duty. He has the reputation of being a 
very fearless man. He approached Sweat 
and tola him to consider himself under 


arrest. 

Instead of surrendering, Sweat turned 
and ran as fast as he could away from the 
bailiff. Anderson, who is something of a 


sprinter, gave chase. But Sweat, who is 
long-legged and light, made a good record. 
The chase was exciting and lively. The 
bailiff was slowly gaining all the while. 

When running in the bottom, near the 
bridge, Anderson saw Sweat slow up and 
half turn around, and he drew his pistol 
and firea two shots. Sweat stopped and 
looked as if he was about to fall. Ander- 
son went to him, and later had him sent 
to the hospital. 

The hospital physicians found that a bul- 
let had pierced one of Sweat’s hips from 
the rear and the other ball had shot two 
fingers on the left hand, breaking one and 
lacerating the other. 

When questioned about the shooting as 
he lay upon the operating table, Sweat 
Bald: 

“T had that shotgun to carry home and 
dia not intend to shoot the bailiff. I may 
have half turned around, but it was to see 
if Anderson was gaining on me. I was 
shot when I was forty yards away and 
while I was running to beat the band.” 

“Why did yeu run at‘all?’’ he was asked, 
and he replied: 

“Why, I knew Nat Anderson had a 
warrant for me and I did not want to be 
arrested and locked up in jail. I thought 
I could outrun Anderson and preferred leg 
bail, as they cal] it. My gun was loaded, 
but the shells contained bird shot.”’ 

Closing his eyes, wearily, he said: 

“That fellow Anderson must De a mighty 
good shot to wing me when I was running 
forty yards away; don’t yéu think so?’ 

Sweat’s wound in the hip is very serious 
and it will be several days before it can 
be safely stated that it is not dangerous. 

Bailiff Anderson says he shot a man who 
is considered as dangerous and who had a 
loaded gun in his hands, and he did not 
shoot until he had reason to believe Sweat 
was about to use the weapon.

Chicago, April 22.—Liquidation and short 
selling on the board of trade today largely 
offset heavy foreign buying and advancing 
quotations abroad. May wheat, however, 
was independently strong, and closed at an 
advance of 24%c. Corn a oats closed prin- 
ge A unchanged. July pork and short 
ribs declined 1%c each and lard lost &. 

An excited Liverpool wheat market with 
the May futures there up equal to about 
4%4c a bushel, started this market today on 
a momentary rampage. The opening of act- 
ual hostil.ties was the impelling cause of 
the excitement at Liverpool, and the open- 
ing burst of buying enthusiasm here. The 
heavy local short sellers had covered on 
the previous day's advance and on the open- 
ing advance of %@%c in July they were 
ready to put out fresh shorts. July opened 
at 895%%@90c, and declined to 88%c and rallied 
for a fresh advance. Cables reported all 
offers accepted. The demand from country 
millers for No. 1 northern spring wheat 
was urgent at 2c over yesterday, but Leiter 
had refused all bids.

The exports 
from Atlantic coast ports have been 3,104,309 
bushels, four ineluded, against § 1,190,392 
last year and from Pacific coast point 
435,686 bushels against 63,230 last year, mak- 
ing for the three weeks of April 8,559,492 
bushels from Atlantic ports against 3,503,170 
bushels last year and from Pacific ports

“The exports of corn during the same 
three weeks have been 11,340,188 bushels 
against 10,221,161 bushels last year, which 
is strong evidence that the demand for 
wheat is in no sense fictitious.

Bradstreet’s Review. 


New York, April 22.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

“General trade and speculation this week 
have exhibited most of the characteristics 
which have become popularly associated 
with the near approach of hostilities, but 
trade conditions are being shaped to the 
new order of things. There is increased ac- 
tivity in many special lines at the seaboard, 
accompanied by excited markets cid heavy 
advances, but the prospect of war has not 
had nearly as much effect inland cs cn the 
coast.

Pensioners Exceed Enrollments, 

From The St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
Secretary Bliss has just confessed to a 
pension shortage of $8,000,000 for the cur- 
rent fiscal year, and estimates the total 
annual requirement of $140,000,.000! At the 
close of the year, according to the secre- 
tary'’s estimate, the number on the pension 
roll will approximate 996,00, or in round 
numbers, 1,000,000. On “May 1, 1865, when 
the war closed, the whole force aggregated 
1,000,516, but only 797.806 were present for 
duty. In other words, the pensioners ex- 
ceed the fighters Dy more than 200,000. 
These facts need no comment. They tell 
their own story. 


The first Englieh dry dock, late re- 
searches by Mr. Max Oppenheim show, 
was ordered by Henry VII in 149% for 
Portsmouth, and was finished in 149% with- 
out foreign assistance, although dry docks 
appear to have been already in use on the 
continent. The dock, which was large 
enough for three-masted ships, was of 
wood and cost £198.

Marriage Statistics. 


he mae ae pe woman, say in New York

, , at more women marry than do 
men. Of 100 men who reach the age of 29.5 
years, twenty-two will die single. From 
this it will be seen that about one-fifth of 
the people in this country are destined to 
= unmarried, whether they wish to or 

ot. : 

Leaving divorces out of the question, and 
the possibility\-which is very sfight— of the 
husband and wife dying together, it is in- 
evitable that. in every case of marriage, 
there will be left, sooner or later, a widow 
or @ widower. More widowers than wid- 
OWs remarry, and, because of this fact, the 
number of women who marry must ex- 
ceed the actual number of married men. 
The rule seems to be that one widower in 
three and one widow in ‘four try wedlock 
a second time. Of 100 marriages- about 
thirteen of the men will be widowers and 
eleven of the women will be widows. This 
leaves eighty-seven bachelors and eighty- 
nine spinsters to wed. 

Old Weller’s advice, “Bevare of the vid- 
ders,’’ is more humorous than sound. Sta- 
tistics prove that the widows not only do 
not monopolize the eligible men, but that 
they are not even dangerous rivals to the 
maidens in the matrimonial market. Bach- 
elors should make a note of the fact that 
there is more to be feared from one spin- 
ster than from fifteen widows; widowerers, 
however, stand an equal chance with bach- 
elors in winning wives. 

No fortune teller or palm reader, no boast- 
ing Glendower nor communer with spirits 
can equal the statistician when it comes to 
the question of marriage. Out of every 100 
weddings in any of our cities, or we might 
add, in any part of our country, nineteen 
will be minors, and all the minors but one 
will be a spinster in her teens. The others 
will be men and women; the average age of 
the former will be 29.6 and of the latter 
25.46. 

This might')prove that bachelors are more 
cautious than spinsters, but it is, no doubt, 
dpe to the fact that girls are regarded as 
marriageable at sixteen or seventeen, and 
men not till after twenty-one. Forty-three 
out of every 100 spinsters that marry are 
between twenty and twenty-five, twenty-two 
are between twenty-five and tnirty and 
the remainder, seventeen, are between 
thirty and eighty. But while women marry 
earlier than men, they are also stricken 
from the eligible list at an earlier age, 
though still feeling that while there is life 
there is hope. The number of women who 
marry under twenty-five is twice as great 
as the number of men who marry at that 
age; but after the age of forty-five, three 
times as many men marry for the first 
time. Widows remarry at an aver- 
age age of thirty-nine and widowers at 


forty-one.

Monitor’s Real Inventor. 
From The Washington Post. 

‘Now, while there is so much talk about 
war and battleships I can tell you some- 
thing about the famous Monitor of which 
the general public is ignorant,” said 8. 
N. Holmes, a well-known lawyer of Syri- 
cuse, N. Y. 

“Captain John Ericsson has for years 
monopolized all the credit of inventing and 
building the Monitor. As a matter of fact 
he was a joint inventor with Dr. Theo- 
dore R. Timby, an honored citizen of New 
York state. Dr. Timby was the sole in- 
ventor of the revolving turret gun battery, 
the crowning feature and glory of the Mon- 
itor. He was engaged by its builders, 
John F. Winslow, of Poughkeepsie, N. Y.; 
John A. Griawold, of Troy, N. Y., and C. 
H. Bushnell, of New Haven, Conn. The 
first two named had such unlimited faith 
in the ievolving turret as an engine of 
war that they went to President Lincoln 
at Washington after the refusal of Gideon 
Welles, secretary of the navy, and other 
Officers of the government to entertain the 
subject, and latd before him the drawings 
and otherwise the merits of Timby’s won- 
derful idea, until at last the president con- 
sented to allow them and ‘Mr. Bushnell to 
construct such a vessel. They were to 
build it, however, at their own risk and 
the government was to pay foy it oniy on 
condition that it was a gsucceées. 

“With this permission these three made 
instant preparations to build the Monitor, 
and they engaged Captain Ericsson for the 
work of construction. At the same time 
they entered into a written contract with 
Dr. Timiby for the use of his invention of 
the revolving battery and agreed to pay 
him 95,000 royalty and the same amount 
for each and every turret thereafter dvilt 
by them. This contract was faithfully 


kept. 

The Monitor itself was Duilt and equip- 
ped (principally in New_York) within 100 
days and went to sea. What is still more 
remargable in its#history and a fact not 
generally known is that after it had left 
New York and was beyond the reach of the 
telegraph a dispatch was sent by the sec- 
retary of the navy to those in charge of the 
Monitor forbidding it to feave the dork. 
There is abundant proof of the foregoing 
statements in letters now in my possession 
from John F. Winslow, Erasitys Corning 
and others.’’

It has 
been widely commented upon by the press 
and the demand for it is incréasing dally. 
The book has made a favorable impression 
because it told the plain, unvarnishbed truth 
about Atlanta. lit contained no advertise- 
ments or personal notices and it is one of 
the handsomest and most elaborate publi- 
cations of its kind ever got out for free 
distribution jin the Unietd States. 

The revival of interest and continued ac- 
tivity of the local chamber of commerce 
has influenced the entire south. Since the 
banquet given at the Kimball house last 
October, when about 150 names were :.dded 
to the membership of the chamber, there 
have been similar revivals in nearly every 
southern city. Industrial organiza‘ions in 
Montgomery, Richmond, Wilmington, Nor- 
folk, Nashville, Houston, Chattanooga 
and New Orleans have been inspired by 
Atlanta's example and have had similar re- 
vivals, resulting in the adoption of vigorous 
and progressive efforts in every direction.

Why should not a convention of, business 
men be held in Chattanooga similar to the 
Atlanta gathering, and stepe taken to ob- 
tain measures of relief at once? In other

From The Louisviile, Ky., Courier-Journal. 

The trade organizations in Atlanta, Rich- 
mond, Montgomery, Wilmington, Norfolk, 
Nashville, Houston, Chattanooga, New Or- 
leans and other cities are actively at work 
with this aim in view. The Atlanta cham- 
ber of commerce recently adopted an ad- 
dress which urged the following. cogent 
reason for the movement: 

“Georgia needs more factories. We are 
marketing 80 per cent of our surplus pro- 
duct as raw material, and other states are 
reaping the benefit of its manufacture into 
merchantable commodities. Raw material 
is increased in value more than 100 per cent 
by manufacture. Georgia should get the 
benefit of this added value. The cost of 
manufacture is largely represented by 
wages, and 90 per cent of all the money 
paid as wages must be spent immediately 
for food, clothing and other necessities of 
life. Thus local producers and traders are 
berrefited. In the item ‘of cotton alone 
Georgia sells 800,000 bales every year to be 
manugsctured beyond her borders. The 
tremendous sum of $8,000,000 is paid out in 
wages for the manufacture of this cotton. 
If this payroll was made and paid in Geor- 
gia ,our producers and traders would get 
the benefit of 90 per cent of the amount— 
more than $7,000,000 annually.”

That did not suit 
the vice president and he got tired of being 
bossed by Armstrong:and sold out. Other 
large holdings of stocks were sold and the 
first thing Armstrong knew he was in the 
minority. There are two factions in the 
board of directors and finally the anti- 
Armstrong side became strong enough to 
reorganize the official staff. They evidently 
got afraid of Armstrong’s methods. He 
went in for large lines and did not permit
